The  independence  of  7»z>z<i,(says  an  intelligent  and  phi 
losophical  writer)  lays  the  foundation  of  the  indepen- 
dence of  nations.  There  is  as  much  truth  as  eloquence 
in  the  observation.  History  is  abundant  in  the  testimony 
which  it  bears  to  the  accuracy  of  this  politicaPaphorism. 
An  ignorant,  unenlightened  people — sunk  in  the  shade 
and  degradation  of  moral  and  intellectual  debasement  can 
never  be  free.  A  general  diffusion  of  knowledge  is  the 
only  source  from  which  public  spirit  draws  its  essence  of 
vitality — the  only  foundation  of  rock  on  which  a  nation's 
liberty  can  rest. 


AGRICULTURAL. 

Corn. — A  writer  on  agriculture  observes,  that  if  seed 
corn  be  steeped  for  12  hours  in  water  in  which  saltpetre 
has  been  dissolved,  in  the  proportion  of  an  ounce  to  a 
pint  and  a  half,  it  will  be  safe  from  field-mice,  grub- 
worms,  Sec. — less  of  the  seed  will  miscarry — it  will  come 
up  two  or  three  days  earlier — grow  much  better— be  two 
or  three  weeks  sooner  ripe — and  yield  more.  The  ex^ 
perimentis  easily  tried. 

To  preserve  Fruit  Trees,  or  to  revive  them  when 
decaying. 

The  fact  of  the  utility  of  spreading  refuse  flax,  or  flax 
shaws,  around  fruit  trees,  has  sometime  since  been  be- 
forefthe  public,  and  as  every  confirmation  of  it  is  impor- 
tant, especially  when  the  delicious  peach  is  in  question, 
the  following  is  given : 

Sonini  says,  that  "  the  experiment  has  been  tried  on  an 
old  languishing  peach  tree  with  great  success.  Refuse 
flax  stalks  were  spread  at  its  foot,  and  far  enough  to  cov- 
er all  its  roots  ;  when  it  soon  recovered,  pushed  out  vig- 
orous shoots,  and  was  loaded  with  larger  and'better  fruit 
than  before.'*  *■ 

Yellow  dye. — A  chemist  of  Copenhagen  has  discover- 
ed a  brilliant  yellow  matter  for  dyeing,  in  potatoe  tops, 
)  The  mode  of  obtaining  it  is,  by  cutting  the  top  when  in 
flower,  and  bruising  and  pressing  it  to  extract  the  juice. 
Linen  or  woollen  soaked  in  this  liquor  during  forty-eight 
hours,  takes  a  fine,  solid  and  permanent  yellow  color, 
If  the  cloth  be  afterwards  plunged  in  a  blue  dye,  it  then, 
acquires  a  beautiful  permanent  green  color. 

Cure  far  the  Tooth  Ache. — Procure  a  plate  filled  with 
water,  and  place  a  substance  in  it  to  rest  a  heated  iron 
on  ;  (a  common  box  smoothing  iron  heater  will  answer,) 
put  about  a  quarter  of  an  ounce  of  henbane  seed  on  the 
hot  iron,  and  cover  it  with  a  large  funnel,  the  end  of 
which  is  to  be  held  in  the  mouth  ;  the  fume  of  the  seed 
will  extract  worms  and  effectually  cure  the  torment- 
ing pain.  The  operation  does  net  give  the  slightest  un- 
l   casiqess.

have  also  a  motion  peculiar 
to  themselves,  which  causes 
hem  to  shift  their  places  in 
the  heavens,  with  respect  to 
the  fixed  stars.  But  the 
whole  concave  vault  of  heav- 
en appears  to  turn  round  the 
earth  on  which  we  dwell,  in 
the  space  of  24  hours.  This 
apparent  motion  is  the  con- 
sequence of  the  rotation  of 
the  earth  about  its  axes,  in 
the  same  space  or  period  of 
time.
